, ©lueive ae against public needs, and the CAty in making such grant reserves the right

to enter and occupy any part or all of aald space any time With its public utilities,
or for other necessaéy puklic purposeas. _

(11) That any puﬁlic utility, or public br private property disturbed or Anjured
aa'a reau}t of any of the aqtivitléa neceesary for the completion of the conétruction
vwork for Eaid building prdJeot, whether done by COntraotof, Clty forces, or public
util;tiea,-ahall be replaced or repalred at the Contraotor's expense.

(12) That the Contractor shall furnish the CAty of Austin a aurety'bond in the
sum of Five'Tpouaand (#5000.00J-Dollara, which shall protect, Andemnify and hold
harmless the Oity of Austin rromrany'claims for damages to any person or property
that may accrue to or be brouéht by any person Ey reagon of the’ exercise of the privi-
lesep_granted the Contractor by the City of Austin and éhall guarantee the replacement
of ell.sldewalks, pavement, and all other publilec prbperty énd public utilities dle=-
turbed or removed during the construction work and shall further suarantee.the'bon-
gtruotion of a walkway and other-aa:esuarda during the ococupancy of the space.

Wﬁen the Texas Publlic Service Company re-
quires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or working pointe from
which to base the location of thelr assignmente, they ehall apply to the City Engl~
neering Departwent not less than three (3) daye before such information is required.
The Texas Public Service Company is further put upon notice that they will be
required to bear the expense of repalrs or replacement of any underground utility

damaged during the oonatruction of lines named in this resolution.
